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Fulton Legislators 
Set Good Example 


Fulton County’s new delegation to the 
General Assembly is proceeding correctly 
in calling public meetings to find out 
what new legislation the people of the 
county want. 

They have called for two such hear- 
ings on Nov. 13 and 14 in the commis- 
sion room of the county courthouse, 


The delegation wants all citizens who - 


have ideas to come forward and present 
them. In this way, they hope to find out 
the people’s thinking on issues which 
affect them. 

The group then will meet with vari- 
ous agencies of government, including the 
mayor and board of aldermen of Atlanta 
and the Fulton County Commission to 
consider the probable consequences of 
proposed bills. 

From all these meetings the legislators 
hope to get a clear picture of city ant 
county needs and to form opinions which 
may be translated into legislation. 

All four members of the delegation 
have indicated a willingpess to work to- 
gether for the good of both city and 
county. It is the people’s business to let 
them know what they want in the way 
of legislation as it affects the entire com- 
munity. 

This type of procedure is in line with 
the best principles of democracy. Legis- 
lators in other Georgia counties might fol- 
low their example. They might find that 
the people do have ideas which are much 
further advanced than the average law- 
maker is willing to admit. They might 
find, for instance, that Georgia citizens 
want them to be independent instead of 
rubber stamps. 

The new Fulton representatives and 
senators are getting off to a good start. 
They deserve the cooperation and encour- 
agement of everyone interested in build- 
ing a better’ community, at least insofar 
as legislation can be used to that end.

Polk School Amendment 
Is a Step Backward 


The Constitution long ‘has supported 
the trend in county school administra- 
tion toward making the board of educa- 
tion elective and the school superin- 
tendent appointive by the board. 

The plan insures a@ chain of respon- 
sibility lacking when both board and 
superintendent are elective. 

Some counties have changed to the 
new system. Among them are Polk 
County. + 

Polk, however, now has under con- 
sideration a constitutional amendment 
which if passed in November would 
change the county back to the condition 
of dual responsibility. The proposed 
amendment has arisen, so we under- 
stand, from causes involving personal- 
ities. 

The Polk County Board of Education 
is opposed to the amendment and says 
so in a statement published in the Rock- 
mart Journal. The statement urges de-. 
feat of the amendment, saying, “Under 
the present plan of organization (elec- 
tive board, appointive superintendent), 
no doubt exists as to where the authority 
for the operation of the school lies. It is 
vested solely in the board of education.” 

The Polk board could have added 
that appointment of the school superin- 
tendent by the board divorces the ad- 
ministrative. officer from politics and 
gives him an independence of action he 
cannot have when subjected to the whims 
of the electorate. Also the board is more 
likely to choose a qualified professional 
man as administrator than are the voters 
under a law that sets no professional 
educational requirement for the county 
school superintendent. — 


We hesitate to express an opinion in’ 


purely local matters. 

But in this case we cannot refrain 
from saying we hope the voters in Polk 
County agree with their board and re- 
ject the amendment that would change 
the school setup back to the old system. 

The issue in this case is local, but the 
principle under test is of statewide con- 
cern. Education in Georgia will profit 
when the elective, board-appointive ad- 
ministrator plan becomes statewide. A 
setback in Polk would retard the trend 
in that direction in the state.

Cities Seeking Industry 
Should Keep Lamps Lit 


Because of the change in farming 
methods and crop patterns, many com- 
munities in our state have lost heavily 
of their population. Loss of people means 
loss of a market. 

Alert to the situation many commu- 
nities have taken steps to bring in indus- 
try with its attendant payrolls. 

Some have been successful, some still 
are seeking. 

The director of the Wisconsin state 
division of industrial development has 
some advice for those communities. 

The advice arises from the experiences 
of a manufacturer looking for an indus- 
trial site and making inquiries at 11 small 
cities and villages in Wisconsin. 

This manufacturer found that in some 
instances no individual or group had au- 
thority to speak for the community. He 
found that few places had suitable data 


on wage rates and other pertinent in- 


formation. 

There was a lack of information about 
availability and price of plant sites. Many 
places seemed to have little knowledge 
of-valuation and assessment of industrial 
property. 

Out of his experience, this manufac- 
turer recommends: 

“First, have a responsible contact per- 
son or team who can speak with author- 
ity. Second, develop facts of interest ‘to 
manufacturers in a presentable form, 
including maps of the community. Third, 
analyze industrial sites and get them 
zoned and tied down by the development 
group in the best way possible.” 

The advice is valid in Georgia as well 
as in Wisconsin. Members of industrial 
development committees would do well to 
clip it and paste it in their hats.

Know-How and Demand 
Boost Corn in Georgia 


With corn as with cotton, Georgians 
are learning to grow more ‘of it on fewer 
acres. 

In 1945 the 3,378,000 acres planted 
in corn in the state yielded 46,718,000 
bushels or 14 bushels to the acre. 

Last year, according to Agricultural 
Marketing Service reports, the acreage 
was 2,820,000, the yield was 67,080,000 
bushels and the average was 24 bushels 
to the acre. 

The progress in corn growing can be 
attributed to more know-how — better 
land use, knowledge of fertilizers and de- 
velopment of hybrid seed. 

It can be attributed to demand, too. 
The growth of the livestock industry, the 
boom in broilers have increased the need 
for feed. More and more farmers have 
seen the advantage in growing their own. 

The result is a strengthening of the 
base on which Georgia agriculture is 
building. 

Corn isa basic food. Corn becomes a 
chemical with multiple uses in industry. 

Cotton, cattle, chickens, corn — don’t 
overlook the kernel in evaluating the 
products that contribute to farm income 
in Georgia.

Having lived for 16 years in cot- 
ton country without stepping inside 
a ginhouse, I decided the other

A lithe young

boots, who said he was Tom Rus- 
sell, took me to the Massengale in 
charge. He is Hoke Massengale, 
son of the'‘late Jesse Meredith 
Massengale and named for Hoke 
Smith. That is, Hoke the First. 
I do not have to tell you Mr. Mas- 
sengale’s age. The name tells all. 


The Massengale operation com- 
bines the old and the new. The 
side of the mill next to the water 
grinds grain with water power. 
The other end of the building 
houses the cotton gin and com- 
press and the diesel engine which 
drives all that. Until last year 
the gin was powered with water, 
too. 

I asked Hoke Massengale how 
long the mill had been there. He 
said, “Since B.C.” Actually he 
said, since at least 1850, at which 
time the Meriwether County maps 
and records mentioned the Jones 
Mil: site. 

J. M. Massengale bought the 
mill and gin from Ted Strozier in 
1918. Back in those days the gin 
might handle 1,500 to 2,000 bales 
of cotton a season. Now the out- 
put is around 200 bales. 

Gay, Greenville, Alvaton, Allen, 
Woodbury, Manchester all had 
gins then. .Some of the towns had 
two or three. There are not many 
left. Soon they will be fewer. ,One 


doesn’t keep on operating for 100 


or 200 bajes a year. 

Massengale the ginner gets 80 
cents a hundred pounds to gin the 
cotton, or. $7.50 for a bale sacked 


and tied. Ginning a bale of cotton 


takes about 30 minutes. 


We climbed to the second story 
of the ginhouse, there to watch 
the bolls sucked from the truck 
and fed into the machine that 
some say Eli Whitney invented. 
(You can’t tell the Lady Who 
Reads Over My Shoulder that. 
She comes from the Carolina 
country where they still insist 
Whitney stole the plans from one 
Capt. James Kincaid.) 

I -didn’t stay long in the gin 
loft. But it was lint and dust, not 
disifiterest, that forced the retreat. 
A ginhouse in early October is no 
place for a fellow with hay tever.

I have had people come to me to 
talk about God but, instead, I 
would make them talk about them- 
selves.

That is, “I am interested in your 
problem. Tell me about it.”’ The 
fact the father found a@ sympa- 
thetic listener helped to lift the 
burden. 

As I have talked with some 
about the burdens of their own 
lives and sought to express my in- 
terest and friendship I have seen 
new belief and faith creeping in. 
When a person disbelievés in God 
the first step is not talking about 
God but rather in throwing a 
warming friendship about him and 
helping in some way to lift the 
burden which has gotten him down.

WASHINGTON—Moscow has continued to keep 
the curtain drawn on the long, tightly censored 


16 days of conversation between Khrushchev and _. | 
Tito. But enough has ‘now come out from Belgrade and elsewl 


that this much of the truth is visible: 


(1)—There is new dissension 


and new anxiety within the Kremlin. 


(2) The de-Stalinization program 
is weakening the hold of the Soviet 
Union over the Eastern European 
Communist regimes. 


(3) There is controversy within 
the collective leadership of the 
Presidium (the old Politburo) over 
this issue and a new struggle for 
personal power may well be in the 
making. 

(4) Soviet Party C hie f Khrush- 
chev has seemed to be trying eith- 
er to tighten the recently loosened 
reins over the satellited or to medi- 
ate the dissensions within the 
Kremlin lest he lose power him- 
self. 

(5) Nothing apparently helpful 
to Moscow has thus far come from 
Khrushchev’s bland, you’re-our- 
great-good-friend, high-pressuring 
of Tito. 

The relaxation of some of the 
heavier oppressions of the Soviet 
system have evidently unraveled 
some of the ties binding the satel- 
lites and stirred the Eastern Eu- 
ropean peoples, as in Poland, to 
new hopes for independence. 

The demand for freedom is 
growing louder and the current 
trials of the Poznan rioters show 
that the dikes are not all-powerful. 

Apparently the Kremlin is di- 
vided over what to do — whether 
to risk a new and dangerous break 
with Tito by trying to hold the 
satellite Communists in line by 
Stalinist methods or to risk weak-

WASHINGTON—The nearer the election comes, 
the closer President Eisenhower 
identified with the Republican Party.

ening the hold over the satellites 
by continuing the policy of giving 
greater independence to the East- 
ern European regimes. 

The news from Belgrade sug- 
gests that Tito is not giving in, 
that having won his battle with 
Stalin he isn't going to yield the 
victory either to please or to help 
Khrushchev. 

“And the Tito doctrine is basical- 
ly pernicious to Moscow. Titoism, 
which is a form of Communist na- 
tionalism, rests on two proposi- 
tions: That there can and should 
be equality among the world’s 
Communist parties and that there 
can and should be independence 
between Communist nations. 

Stalin fought these concepts to 
the death because they repudiate 
the very heart of Moscow’s satel- 
lite relationships and because they 
weaken the Kremlin's ability ‘to 
use communism as an instrument 
of Soviet imperialism. 

Khrushchev, Bulganin and Co. 
must have thought that Titoism 
was sufficiently on the wane so 
that they could court Tite without 
strengthening Titoism. 

Khrushchev's problem fs how to 
discourage Titoism without alienat- 
ing Tito, which could well end 
by strengthening him as the non- 
Soviet leader of Communist inde- 
pendence. 

Fortunately, it looks as though 
it isn’t going to be easy.

Numerous signs point to the 
grave danger the party faces of 
losing Congress again, even if he 
is re-elected. 

Another factor that has identi- 
fied the President more closely 
with his. party is of his own mak- 
ing. This is his growing ambition 
to remake the Republican Party, 
to modernize it or, as his friends 
put it, to mold it into the Eisen- 
hower image. 


For this he becomes a party 
man, but in a somewhat changed 
party, as he hopes. His vision 
still is far from reality, he knows 
full well. But the task is a chal- 
lenging one. 

The President was asked about 
this at his news conference this 
week, He ‘readily confessed his 
troubles with leaders of his party 
who opposed him vigorously, 


But he said very frankly that 
he had no authority to read such 
men out of the party, that the com- 
position of the parties was a mat- 
ter for the states. He would, how- 
ever, he said, keep trying to get 
them to follow his policies in every 
way possible.

Amendment Would Allow 
Appeal from Juvenile Court 


This is the first in a series of stories explaining the ef- 
fects of proposed amendments ‘which will be on the Nov. 
6 ballot. 


The first proposed amendment reflects the increasing inter- 
est in juvenile courts. 

It would allow the appeal of fuveaile court cases to the 
State Supreme Court and Court of Appeals. 

Such appeal is possible now only when there is a motion 
for new trial. If passed, the amendment would allow review 
directly on a bill of exceptions. 

In case of appeal, it would be the duty of the solicitor 
general of the circuit containing the juvenile court to rep- 
resent that court. 

Time for filing a bill of exceptions would be the same 
as in other cases, but “the juvenile judge may by order 
grant extensions of time for the filing ‘of such bill of excep- 
tions so as to afford opportunity for preparation of a brief 
or transcript of evidence, in cases where such is required.”’
